Hungary was declared freefrom cholera December 29, 1913. 

CHINA. 
Cholera — Plague — Plague ,Rate-^Hongkong. 

During the three weeks ended January 3, 1914, cholera and plague 
were notified in Hongkong as follows: Cholera, 1 case; plague, 15 
cases, with 15 deaths. 

During the same period there were examined at Hongkong for 
plague infection 6,739 rats, of which number 4 were found to be 
plague infected. 

Smallpox — Amoy — Ting-Chow. 

On January 5, 1914, smallpox was reported present at Amoy. 
On the same date an epidemic of hemorrhagic smallpox was reported 
at Ting-Chow, an interior city situated 130 miles from Amoy. 

ECUADOR. 
Plague — Yellow Feyer. 

Plague and yellow fever have been notified in Ecuador as follows :
